DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference character "92" has been used to designate both the cable drive and 
the actuator end of the control rod in Figure 2. Reference character "64" has been used 
to designate 3 separate bushings. Reference character "81" has been used to designate 
3 separate threaded portions. Reference character "77" has been used to designate 3 
separate square passages. The examiner suggests modifying the reference characters 
with "a, b and c" so as to distinguish them from one another (Note: the specification 
needs to correspond with the drawing changes). Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of 
an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d).
